LONDON, Aug. 24.—The_ great 
Olympic fund of $500,000 is not roll- 
ing up as fast as the promoters ex- 
pected.

It was 
signed by Earl Grey, Lord Roberts, 
the Duke of Westminster, and many 
other prominent men, but only $25,000 
has been subscribed in the first week. ! 
The project has met strong opposi- 
tion, notwithstanding that Lord Rob- 
erts’s name, which headed the appeal, 
is usually the most potent influence 
any patriotic cause can have. Most 
of the criticisms are made on the 
ground that wholesa@le subsidizing of 
athletes would foster professionalism 
and be contrary to the wholesome tra- 
ditions of British sport. Some of the 
sharpest thrusts have reference to 
attempted “Amerticanization” of sport. 
The Saturday Review predicts that 
the money will be raised, although the 
paper adds if it were asked for any- 
thing important to the nation it would 
not be forthcoming.

“NIGGARDLY” IS 
HIS COMMENT. 


School. Official Scores the 
Board of Supervisors. 


Sanitary Situation Serious, 
Says Bettinger. 


Money Not in Sight Except 
Through Bond Issue. 


, “Niggardily” is the expression which 
Assistant Superintendent Bettinger 
uses to characterize the policy of the 
Board of Supervisors in regard to the 
large appropriation declared to be 
needed to place the city schools in a 
sanitary condition and conserve the 
health of the pupils. Without it, it is 
stated frankly that there is danger 
of having to curtall the work at sev- 
eral of the tutions of learning, 
more notably the Polytechnic High 
School. 

A careful inspection of the sanitary 
needs of the schools has been made 
and it is the opinion of President 
Steadman of the Board of Education, 
Bettinger, C. A. Chariton, Superin- 
tendent of School Bulldings: A. H. 
Daum, Supervisor of © Construction, 
and other offictals, that the work is 
imperatively demanded and that at 
least $200,000 should be set aside for 
the purpose. 

The Supervisors have, until Septem- 
Ber 15 in which to make theid finding. 
Advance information leads the Edu- 
eation Board to fear that not only will 
the sanitary plans have to be aban- 
dohed, but that the school work will 
be seriously curtailed for lack of funds. 
“T am at a loss to explain this atti- 
tude,” said Willis A. Dunn, 
of Poly High, yesterday. 

SERIOUS CONDITION. 


According to Principal Dunn, the 
gymnasium at the Polytechnic is en- 
tirely inadequate for the purpose for 
which it is intended, and he makes no 
secret of the fact t its sanitation 
is so bad that it should be supplanted 
by a new plant in a detached build- 
below ground; the 
room badly ventilated and not suited 
to the purpose.

He took as his text John vii-17: “Tf 
any man will do his will we shall 
know of the doctrine whether it be 
of God,” saying in part: 

“During the course of the past two 
weeks I have been asked repeatedly 
what I thought of Winston Churchill's 
test novel, ‘The Inside of the Cup,” 
which gives us what a famous Eng- 
lish critic has called ‘The latest Amer 
dean religion.’ 

“That consideration, if there were 
no other, ‘s sufficient to verify the re- 
view and criticism of it which I pro- 
pose to make this morning. 

“So far as its literary qualifications 
are concerned it is taken in the whole 
for as good a piece of work as the 
author has ever done. The hero is 8 
clergyman of the Episcopal Church 
in one of the great cities of the Mid- 
die West. There comes into his life 
a change regarding his theo- 
logical and sociological views. This 
results in a partial and temporary dis- 
ruption of his h, which bravely 
the new task that the changed 
conditions have put upon it. 

“Some tave thought that this story 
is the spiritual _ intellectual devel- 
opment of the writer. If such be the 
case then Mr. Churchill is still lost in 
the fog of his own verbocity and the 
course for the reader to pur- 
sue is to walt until he has digested 
the conclusions of the new learning. 

“Let us try to forget the foolish 
things he says about marriage and di- 
yorce and his obscure philosophy 
made in Germany about the virgin 
birth and the resurrection. But we 
cannot but resent certain implications 
in the book which are fundamentally 
untrue. 

“The argument of the ‘Inside of the 
Cup’ seems to be something like this: 

“Because there are great evils in 
our present economic system and 
many Christians are criminally culp- 
able under this „ using the 
church as a cloak for their evil deeds 
and because many of the clergy fail to 
interpret the Christian faith as a vital 
for present day social prob- 
lems. hiding behind a high and dry 
intellectual orthodoxy, therefore the 
traditional Catholic faith is (false.

WEST ADAMS METHODIST. 
WHY INDIA 18 OF INTEREST TO 

CHRISTIANS AND WHERE 
THE WORK 18. 

“Hindustan and the Himalayas,” 
was the subject of a discourse de- 
livered last night at the West Adams 
Methodist Church by Stanley A. Hun- 
ter, who for two years was a teacher 
in the Arthur Ewing Christian Col- 
lege of Allahabad, under the North 
India Presbyterian Mission. The lec- 
ture was illustrated with colored — 

r. 
Hunter said in part: | 

“India should interest us for many 
reasons. Her population equals the 
combined population of North and 
South America, plus Africa and Aus- 
tralia. Three hundred and fifteen mil- 
lion people or one out of every five in 
the world live within her borders. Her 
past has been very notable. Twenty- 
five hundred years ago along these 
very banks Buddha preached his first 
sermons. There is scarcely a Buddhist 
now. Hinduism has absorbed this re- 
forming religion. It numbers 220,- 
000,000; Islam claims 66,000,000, and 
the other faiths make up the rest. In- 
dia has tried all the religions. 

“As Christians we should be inter- 
ested in the spread of our faith. The 
last census showed over three and a 
half million Christians, but this is but 
one out of the hundred. Unlike the 
parable the ninety and nine are the 
ones outside the fold. Numerical re- 
sults cannot represent the influence of 
Christianity, however. It is a wonder- 
ful heaven. 

“One hundred years ago the first 
two American missionaries landed in 
Bombay. Now there are 1870 Protes- 
tants from the United States and 
Canada in schools, hospitals, churches 
and inetitutions for the poor, the 
blind, the widow and even leper. Five 
years used to be the average pioneer 
missionary life; now we have several 
who have finished out half a century 
of service. One is Dr. Johnson of 
Saharanpur, who, when a young man 
in Washington and Jefferson, learned 
that his brother was one of the eight 
of the Presbyterian missionaries killed 
in the Cawnpour massacre of the 1857 
mutiny. He went out to take up his 
brother's unfinished task. North 
America cares for a Protestant church 
with 817,000 in its community. 

“The missionary enterprise is very 
wide in its scope. It includes the print- 
ing press which works revolutions ip 
ideas. 

“Schools and colleges are every- 
where. At Allahabad we have 1100 
boys in our institution. Halt are 
taught in English, and the other half 
are iearning it. English is widely 
known in the Orient. These young 
men are changing their customs, but 
the common people are hard to move. 
In building one of our dormitories a 
Story is told illustrating this. Coolies 
carry things on their heads and eight 
bricks are considered a load. When a

“Mary Baker Eddy is the discov- 
erer and founder of Christian Science. 
Her genuine nobility of character, 
her intensely religious nature, and. 
her unbounded love for and 
humanity made her one of the world’s 
greatest of modern religious lead- 
ors and teachers. Christian Science 
did not originate in Mrs. Eddy’s hu- 
man mind. It was the Christ idea 
of the oneness and aliness of divine 
mind that found expression in her 
purified mentality.

For years it has been known that 
Mr. Perris had not drawn any of 
his checks; in fact 5 has been his 
practice to accept nd remuneration 
for public service of any kind, the 
venerable pioneer, who was the chief 
engineer of the Santa Fe when it 
entered Southern California, prefer- 
ring to aid charity in this manner. 

Mr. Perris retired during the past 
month as president of the Water 
Commission, on which he had served 
since it was established, and it was 
largely through his efforts: that the 
water department of the city was 
built up to its present state of et- 
ficiency. During the recent city po- 
litical turmotl, Mr. Perris, together 
with the other members of the com- 
mission, were an issue in the Mayor- 
alty and Councilmanic recall races 
and on the success of their op- 
ponents, were removed from the 
commission.

YEAR FOR BEANS 


ANTA ANA, Aug. 24.—The har- 
S vetting of the biggest bean patch 
in the world begins this week 
when ranchers on the San Joaquin 
ranch, owned by the Irvine Company, 
begin cutting bushes. After drying 
for two weeks or more, the vines will 
be ready for the threshers. 
On the ranch are 17,000 acres of 
Uma beans and 4000 acres of bilack- 
eyes. The blackeyes mature two and 


three weeks earlier than the limas, |. 


and have already been cut. Thresh- 
ers wil] begin on the blackeyes next 
week. The crop of beans, which is 
worth over $1,000,000 annually in Or- 
ange county, is below normal this 
year, owing to the light rainfall of 
the spring months. Considering the 
amount of rainfall this year, however, 
the pods are well filled. The weather 
has been uniformly good for growing, 
and the crop is all that was expected

So it is today. We are in the dawn 
of the Golden Age, the Millennium.
